NOTES ON THE GREAT TRIAL, 
The following ‘* notes” are fom a private 
letter from Kdinburgh, to which we refer in 
our leading article :— oF: 

{ think you know the Justiciary Court 
room, its semi-circular bench, ponderously- 
topped with an oaken canopy, tho antique 
looking witness-box, the closely seated 
compartment opposite it for the jury, and 
between them the table for the clerks and 
counsel, ‘Then further ia front is the iron 
railed dock, towards which a trap-door opens 
from the'cells beneath, next ia the reporter’s 
seat, and then a slowly risia ggallery for 
the mombers of the law profession, whilst 
sweeping ri,ht round, above all, is a narrow 
gallery.

The annual general meeting of tho Trvs- 
tees and Subsoriers to the Obinese Hospital 
waa beld on the 80th inst. A. Davenport, 
Keq., H.M, Consul, presided, The report 
showed that 697 patients were under treat- 
ment in the wards during the past year, 
669 males and 24 females. 16,465 out- 
‘patients (all now cases) were prescribed for 
in the Disponsary practice, 9,401 males and 
7,406 females, 17 cases of Asiatic. cholera 
were admitted into Hospital, and 20 casea 
of oplum-poisoning were treated, 18 of

continement to payafee, Nothing of the 
kind is allowed among Municipal prisonora, 
but advantage waa taken of an opportunity 
to enforce,the usual custom, which the new- 
comer resented—chiefly perhaps becauay he 
was not a stranger to the prison, and knaw 
that no such rule obtained there. Ha was 
set upon and his leg broken by ‘two 
prigoners who are noted for crimes of 
vielence. A report from. Dr, Johnston 
represents the patient as likely to be laid 
up’a long time before the fracture can 
again unite, Three hundred blows were 
inflicted on the culprits, who groaned 4 
good deal under the infliction. 

As thore were several ‘travellers’ pres- 
ent, Dr. Macgowan explained that after 
mouth slspping, which the abductor had 
suffered for contempt_of Court, the punish. 
ment just {uflicted. was of the mildest, 
description. Speaking comparatively, con- 
finement in a Chinese prison was much 
more severe than such floggings as were in- 
filoted in this Court, For the most part, 
foreign Assessors advocated flogging. but 
others thought there was 6 more excollent 
thing.

wave of fire over“this fair land, leaving 
behind them desolated cities, wasted 
provinces and a slaughtered population, 
was very graphically portrayed by the 
lecturer, while the ever-changing fortysféa” 
of lmperialists and Rebels were followed by 
the audience with keon interest from 
beginning to end. Any description of this
